This is in response to the twice renewed petition filed under 37

No. 12-0769, 
will be charged the additional $520.00 for a three (3) month 
extension of time. 
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It is noted that the declaration filed with the present petition 
lists a different order of inventors' names than did the 
declaration filed on 29 November, 2001. The order of names of 
joint patentees in the heading of the patent is taken from the 
order in which the typewritten names appear in the original oath 
or declaration.^ Therefore, if petitioners desire that the order 
of names be other than as specified on the declaration filed with 
the application, a petition under 37 CFR 1.182 to change the 
order of inventors must be filed, accompanied by the requisite 
petition fee. 

After this decision is mailed, the application will be forwarded 
to the Office of Initial Patent Examination.
